JACKSONVILLE, FLA. 


Citizens Are Driven Into the Upper 


Stor::s of Their Homes to Es- 


cape the Water. 


Jacksonville. Fla.. May 14.—The rain 
fhlch fell Tuesday and Tuesday night 
assumed almost the proportions of u 
cloudburst Wednesday morning and 
when the citizens prepared to leave 
for their places of business many of 
them found their homes completely 
surrounded by water. Many 
were 


driven from their residences or forced 
to go to upper stories by the water 
that In some cases reached the level 
of the first story windows. 


In all, as much as one square mile of 


the town was under water. 
Full hall 


a mile of Bay street, tho principal thor- 
oughfare of the city, was under water, 
and much damage was done to stocks 
of goods. 


The water was two feet deep In the 


waiting room of the union depot and 
every railroad track entering the city 
was under water. Tho city was in 
total darkness last night. 


Five houses In the negro section 


collapsed. The total loss in the city 
Is estimated at $400.000.

This first tetter from Mr. HibkntM 


was written on shipboard

last day of the ocean Journey and 
the one which follows was written 
several days after the young people 
were well established in their new 
home in ToUlo. 
This letter came in 


Japanese envelope, long and narrow, 
made of tissue paper with a heavier 
wrapping insiile. The envelope while 
thin is very dlfllctilt to tear. 
From 


on board the steamer .Mr. Hlbbard 
wrote: 


Good Weather 


"The weather Is better now so that 


we can afford to be facetious. 
It 


has been most abominably cold and 
rctieli is a mild wor;i. 
Our boat 


is four hundred ten feet long and 
forty eight feet beam. 
\Ve have on 


board four good train loads of cotton 
and another train load of coal. When 
that balances itself on tcp of a wave 
and then takes a slide off into space 
you are safe In guessing that some- 
thing Is going to split w..ere It hits. 
When the sea was highest, standing 
at the stern one moment you would 
be lifted full fifty feet above tho sea 
and the next mlnutn it would roll 
boiling nji above your head, ' all 
churned white by the propeller. 
"Since 
yesterday we have had 


beautiful weather—so fine Indeed that 
one Is almost inclined to take back 
tho evil ho has spoken. 
This morn- 


Ins the sun rose out of an unruilled 
sea and all day there has not been 
a breath of air. 
The steerage pas- 


sengers appeared on tho lower deck, 
many of them for the first time. Like 
the beggam In the nursery Jingle 
some in rags, some in tags and some 
In velvet gowns. 
They were Jap- 


anese and one was wearing a night 
gown and a pair of white 
cotton 


drawers. 
Another wore a kind of 


bathrobe with no undergarments but 
topped off with a black fedora, 'ihe 
majority, however, wear

made overalls. 


"At noon we saw a

whales quite close, the larger llfty 
or sixty feet long.

Sighted Land 


"About five we sighted land under 


a sun-tlppeJ bank of cloud. 
It was 


indeed beautiful but anything would 
be welcome after more than 
two 


weeks absolutely without slglit ol 
anything off the ship except a single 
steamer that we passed a couple of 
days ago. 
The boat passed was the 
Empress of China, the beat by which 
yon shiped our goods and as she was 
on her way back to America it seems 
probable that our goods are 
safely 


awaiting us. 
"Soon after coming In sight of land 


we saw Fuji Jama towering In the 
distance. 
solitary und magnificent. 


Tomorrow morning we will land at 
Yokohama and take the train 
to 


Toklo. so that If all goes well we will 
see our new home tomorrow. 


Money System 


"The money system we find Is very 


simple. 
The coins are sen. five sen 


(nickle), ten sen (fllme). twenty-live 
sen, flfty sen (half dollar) and one 
hundred sen or one yen 
(dollar).

United States coins but are

worth half as much, that is llfty sen

The weather conditions during the 


past week have been very favorable 
for farm work, and while copious 
rains occurred generally over the In- 
terior of the state early In the week, 
there was no serious 
Interference 


with farm work and tho needing ot 
spring grains, which Is now general- 
ly completed. 
Tho week was decid- 


edly cool, with light, frosts In many 
portions of the central and northern 
sections until near tho close, when a 
rapid rise In temperature occurred, 
the maximum temperature on Sun- 
day being as high as 80 degrees or 
over at many stations. 
There was 


practically no damage from the frosts 
as vegetation Is generally not suf- 
ficiently advanced to bo Habit.- to In- 
jury. 
The warm weather during the 


past few days has caused vegetation 
to advance rapidly and fruit trees, 
especially In the .southern counties, 
aro In full bloom. 


Farmers have made very satisfac- 


tory progress In tho work of prepar- 
ing for corn and potatoes, tho soil 
being reported In excellent condition, 
especially on well drained land. Low 
lands aro still too wet to admit of 
plowing. 
Some corn was planted In 


a few localities In tho southern sec- 
tion during tho latter part of 
tlie 


week, but generally thoro Is still con- 
sldorahU' work to be done on

land. 


Winter wheat and ryo madu very

BUST CITY OF JAPAN. 


OSAKA CALLED THE CHICAGO OF 


THE EMPIRE. 


Probably to Western Eyes the Most 
. Interesting Metropolis of the East- 


Travelers Describe the Streets as a 
Beehive of Human Industry. 


(Special Correspondencn.) 


Osaka. t;:e nerond city In Japan, 1? 


sometime* railed the Chicago of Japan. 
It Is probably so named because It Is 
such an enterprising, hustling, bustlins 
place In comparison with other Jap- 
anese cities. It Is. Indeed, the com- 
mercial metropolis of Japan. It boasts 
much greater 
antiquity 
than 
the 


American city, as It traces Its history 
back even to prehistoric times. 
The 


first Buddhist temple ever built in Jap- 
an was erected at Nanlwa, as the place 
was originally called. 
The 
name 


Osaka, meaning "Big Hill," was given 
to It about the time Columbus discov- 
ered America. Osaka was at first fa- 
mous as the principal scat of the Shin 
sect of Buddhism. 
Ilut when these 


priests happened to Incur the enmity 
of the great chieftain. Nobunaga. they 
•were finally. In 1SSO. driven out of 
Osaka, and their temple was burned. 


In 13S3 the famous general. Hide- 


yoshl. "the Napoleon of Japan," de- 


Pagoda of TennoJI. 


elded to ninko Osaka tho Kent of his 
power and ordered to he constructed 
there a castle, said to lie "probably the 
most magnificent hulldlng that Japan 
ever saw." 
But, unfortunately. It was 


mostly destroyed by fire In 180S. and 
only a few luilU'.lnzs remain. The cas- 
tle grounds are now the headquarters 
of the Osaka military district. 


One Shinto tenplu. known as "lien- 


dama Jlnpa." Is fabled to have been 
founded more than COO years 13. C.; 
but historical criticism prevents 
us 


from believing such a claim. One of 
the oldCHt hulldliiKs In Osaka Is the fa 
motts Buddhist temple known as Ten> 
noji. whose nve-storled pagoda l» a 
landmark for miles around. It Is pos- 
sible to climb to tho top of this pa- 
goda and obtain a fine view. 


This temple was founded about COO 


A. D.; has been frequently destroyed 
by fire and was last rebuilt In ISC.I. It 
has Just received a flue large bell, 
said to be the first one cast lu Japan 
according to modern scientific prin- 
ciples. 


Osaka was once the capital of the 


empire, at least In the relsn of Em- 
peror Nir.'.iotu (HlS-SOit A. D.). Con- 
cerning this kind ruler there IB 
a 


favorite legend, as follows: "Having 
climbed a hill, looked all around and 
observing the absence of smoke from 
tho cottages of tho people, Nlnkotti 
decreed that for the space of three 
years neither taxes nor forced labor 
should be Imposed on his subjects. His 
own palace, for want of funds to re- 
pair It. was allowed to become so di- 
lapidated that tho roof admitted rain. 


"Three years later he again ascend- 


ed the hill and beheld .smoke rising 
from every dwelling. The people were 
now rich enough to 
bear 
taxation 


without fooling the burden and volun- 
tarily contributed toward rebuilding 
the palace." 
He Is responsible for 


the following aphorism: "When tho 
people are rich, we also are rich." 


The following extract from Robert 


P. Porter's "Toilers in Nippon" (Jap- 
an) gives a vivid picture of what may 
be seen In the Japanese Chicago: "Tho 
streets of Osaka are the busiest 
I 


sci-i^s of Osaka are simply Imloscrlb- 
nlilo. Months could lie prolltnbly spent! 
In walks nn<l talks with those who 
tlnis ply their trades amid the n»ver- 
rea?!nir tntcrrt!j)t!cr. cf i!n!!r train?. 
Now yon pass through ]OUK slrrets 
plvcn O7cr to pottery ami iiiirri-lnln. 
next oi?» devoted to umbrella?, tliot 
niatllnj., followed by a vast emporium 
of cotton fabrics, of rugs, of brushes, 
of lenthnr goods, of -Tonzo and motal 
work, of provisions, of clothlnjj.

You mny view within a few minutes 
the oldest and most primitive spin- 
ning wheel and the latest Fall fllver 
spindle; the clumsiest wooden loom 
and the most Intricate Jacquard ma- 
chine-. A delirium of work pervades 
the people." 


Although the Chicago of Japan has 


no university. It has, nevertheless, a 
great many Institutions of 
learning, 


public and private, secular and Chris- 
tian. The most prominent of all Is 
perhaps

Commercial 


school; and mission schools for both 
boys and girls, as well as the Y. M. C. 
A., are. all doing a grand work there. 
Churches and Sunday schools also arc 
there, although they

prominent, and are a great power for 
righteousness.

takings can he found than the boring 
of the famous St. 
Gothard 
tunnel 


through the Alps. Work was begun 
simultaneously at both ends, nearly 
ten miles apart. Foot by foot the rock 
was blasted out under the guldancu 
of men who relied primarily on Instru- 
ments which they carried with them 
ns the work proceeded. 
When the 


last sheet of rock was broken through 
and tho.men of each end shook hands, 
It was found that there was a differ 
ence of level of only four Inches, and 
that the true line had been swerved 
from only eight Inches.

Leather used to 
be tanned by soaking It for seven days 
In a weak solution of'hemlock or oak 
bark to give It color, then In pits of 
stronger solution for nix. weeks, mov 
Ing the hides every day or fio; then In 
"lay-away" pits still stronger for an 
other six weeks; by filling them with 
new hark for another six weeks' soak, 
and repeating this operation three or 
.four times. All this made good loath 
er, hut It took 
from six to 
eight 


months. 
To-day even the thickest 


hide can be tanned by chemicals in 
three hours.

quit at four In the afternoon. By an- 


' other year they will want a half holi- 


day six days In the week. 


These conditions are abnormal and 


decidedly unhealthy,. 
The structure 


that organized labor has reared. Is 
gigantic In proportions, but It will 
topple over of Its own 
weight. 
It 


represents numerically less than 
:• 


' per cent of the 
population of the 


country and less than '10 per cent ot 
the labor world. 
Many of Its mem- 


bers are unwilling disciples, compell- 


• ed to Identify themselves 
with the 


movement for protection. 


More than half the men now on 


strike In Bclolt. are anxious to work 
Many of them own their own homes 
partially paid for. nnd they pos&- 
'ess a 
commendable, 
ambition to 


work, and get out of debt. They are 
satisfied with wages and conditions, 
and have no grievance, but the edict 
has gone forth and they must walk 
out or be branded as "scabs" 


It Is about time to call a halt and 


take Into account the fact that this 
Is a free country, where every man 
has a right to think and act for him- 
self, so long as he Is a law abiding 
citizen. .' 


There Is a general clamor just now 


for trust legislation. 
People who 


talk glibly about the wicked combine 
..-who wouldn't recognize a monopoly 
If It was labeled. 
While the greed 


of capital should be 
controlled by 


stringent laws, the unreasonable de- 
mands of. laoor should also be con- 
trolled by laws 
equally 
stringent. 


.The man who Is willing to

should be protected In his God-given 
right. 


Some one has said that adversity 


Is the common lot of humanity. This 
Is doubtless true and people arc so 
accustomed to dealing with It. that 
It becomes second nature. 
But the 


nation Just now Is passing through 
an area of great prosperity, when ev- 
ery man may better his condition. If 
he will. 
Money Is so plenty, that 


It Is not half appreciated. 
These 


good times will not always continue, 
and It Is unfortunate tnat a disposi- 
tion to take advantage of opportuni- 
ties presented Is not moro generally 
recognized.

"sweat box" Spradllng told the police 
that Father Wal.«er had said to hlin 
on the day following the murder that 
the murderer, as he was leaving the 
house by way of the attle, had threat- 
ened both him and Caslmlr Hetchllu 
•with the stone he carried. 


"The Hev. Mr. Walser." said Sprad 


ling, "came Into the hotel on the at 
tcrcoon of the day the murder wa 
discovered.
